Great Salvation and Holinesa Campaign — Inapiring Evidences of the Army's Onward 

March — A New Day of Opportunity Dawning

entb'iuiism and by evidences o( love and loyalty 

.delightful to behold.

. Such, was the tlesire to see jtnd hear the Gen- 
nal that tiled business people, at tbe close of a 
(fay's loll ia.office, warehouse, factory, and shop, 
stood in queue formation, about the great en- 
■trance to the building, well nigh hopeless of 
gaining- .admission, but prepared to cuJure 

- ^tigue in the event of any ticket-hoMtrs failing 
to put in an appearance. And when all the teals 
were occupied, there still petsistcd a «owd, -wail- 
ing- for ihc^ppott unity lo fill scats vacated by 
persons having to ca.tcli trains for distant places, 
and Ibis /or ortly a brief minute or two. ' 

His Spirit of Gratitude. 
Facing ihe audience, covering the (Treat organ^ 
was a hnge map showing* the route foUpwed by 
the General in the course of the tour. And he- 
tweeHj on the ptatform, there vrere to be' seen 
some of the leading Officers associated with In- 
ternatiana] Headquatterd. A splash of brill^nt 
cotodr was afforded by the uniforms and instru- 
ments of the Staff Bacid, white the pre&ence of 
Cfveral Officers home from ladia, and wearing 
the dress adopted by our comiaun in the gjtat 
Dcpeodency, added to the effect. And it was into 

' that eettltig the General stepped, exctaiimin^, attd 
locking, M he came in— "HALLELUJAH !" 

It'iA not in us to describe the expressive 
iaciaf presentment of our Leader as be stood for 
an instant the beholden of that delighted throng; 

.perhaps, it i» not for us; hqt certain it is that 
sometliiBg' of his all-govcnititg emotton, his 
spirit of gratildde to God^ at that moiaent of

They had fotlowtd the Genern:Vs move- 
ments ivith interest, haO pmycd for him every 
day, and had rejoiced in every item ol news 
which recorded the lilcssitigs atlendnnt upott 
the tfforls ol the Campaigti. "'And now," he 
added, "wq are glad to have you baci: again! 
(Applause.) We are glad that voir nrc the Gen- 
eral of .1 ivorid-wide Salvation Army, but we ate 
also glad to have the inspiration of your guidance 
in the many problems which coiifrout (hose who < 
fight for the Salvation of the world."

CHILDREN AND MUSIC 



There is much that is vital and im- 
portant not only in what a child un- 
coBBcioufily teaches, but in the man- 
ner that it is brought up (says a 
^naieal monthly magnzlne). 

The variou£ stories of wonder- 
icbndren appeal to persons of a par- 
ticatar - emotional and imaginative 
flatare. Some of llicm arc doubtless 
jtnte. Mozart may be taken aa an 
example of the exhibiiiott of real 
Ecoius at a tender age. But the great 
laajorily jof the cliildren -who are^ 
' bnugiht inio public notice aTc dis- 
Ajmomting. Their artisric value is 
St^om as great as their commercial 
ff^ne. Perhaps that accounts for 
i^e nnmbcr of thcui. 

With most children of musical 
leadings it is infmitely better to give 
Ibem a good systematic training un- 
der healthy conditions than to bring 
Ihou ioto the glare of ihe pablie 
limcligbt The first I»5ons in music 
aiC in many ways the most import- 
Truly the (ask of giving the child 
tts first introduction to muiic and 
aU that it means is one of no small 
magnitude. One has only to call to

Good underclothing, bMh for winUr 
and summer, is furnished all in- 
mates. On his discharge, besides 
money and railway ticket, an iuniate 
is ^iven a complete new outfit eon- 
sisttng of underclothes, socks, boots, 
suit, hat or cap, shirt, collar, tie,^ 
handkerchief, and in the cotd' 
weather overcoat, scarf and glovca. 
The discharged clothing is of good 
Canadian tweeds, made largely irctn 
remnants pureh.i5ed from the wholc- 
salera. Theri^ is no stock pattern, 
and only a few suits of similar ma- 
terial are made in any one year.

GOOI> FARM LAND. 

AFTER an extended trip througU 
Central Britisli Columbia^ Mr* 
F. C. Nunnitk. of the Cummission 
of Conservation, 'm impressed with 
the need for more experimental; 
farms. In the valleys lieiween tb* 
Rockies he estimates there are neais 
ly half a million acres which could 
cnsiiy be cle~.red and made into some 
of the iK-et farming land in Canada* 
This land will within a few years 
sec many permanent nv\ prospcroil* 
agricultural communities developed 
within its borders. 

Most of the land ia already withi^ 
a few mites of railway or river, eM 
pccially the Nech^Q and Bulkier 
V.^lleys, ihroufih which the Granil 
Trunk Pacific Railway runs. Botl( 
these valleys were found by Ml". 
Niiniiick to be admiralily adapted 
for mixed farming. This year woiw 
dtirt'ni crops of hay and eoars^ 
grains are being garnered, whiM 
cattle arc fattening on the naluraj 
pasture land. i
